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GOOD RACING AT LAKE^IDB. 

The large crowd that went to Lakeside yesterday 
was surprised to find the track in a drying ont coo. 
dition, little rain having fallen on it during the 
night. Owing to the constant drizale that fell in 
Chicago Thursday night the patrons of the Roby 
course expected a sloppy track. Toward the end 
•f:< the day^s sport the course was drying out fast 
and in case no rain falls today it will be in pretty 
fair shape. The card was made up of $400 purses 
aad nothing but common selling platers contested 
in the different races. 

The day’s opening race, a dash of five furlongs 
for maiden two-year-old fillies, proved to be an easy 
thing for Our Cora, a rank outsider in the betting, 
being as good as 12 to 1. Wineland, on her last two 
races, was supposed to be much the best and was 
held at even money in the betting, but the best she 
could do was to run third. Corsica showed the way 
for the first eighth, where Our Cora easily passed 
into the lead and was never afterward in trouble, 
winning by two and one-half lengths from Countess 
Beasoner, which beat Wineland two for second 
place. Countess Reasoner ran in improved form 
and bears watching from nowon. Wineland began 
■lowly, but made up ground fast in the last half 
mile and finished strongly. Corsica tired fast after 
running well for four furlongs. 

The second race, a dash of six furlongs for four- 
year-olds and upward, was taken by David 8. 
Georgie was made and equal favorite with Ida Y. 
but failed to finish in the first three. She led by a 
big margin until nearing the last eighth post-where 
she began to labor in the going and was soon joined 
by Ida Y. W^hen a sixteenth out she swerved badly 
toward the inside rail carrying Ida Y. with her into 
the worst part of the track. The latter soon shook 
her off, but was unable to stand off David S.’ de- 
termined bid at the end as he finished in the hard 
going toward the outside rail. David tS. won by a 
neck driving, while Ida Y. beat Miss Shanley one 
length for second place. The last named made up 
ground fast in the last eighth and finished resolute- 
ly. Georgie was thoroughly spent in the closing 
strides and clearly demonstrated that she needs a 
fast track to run to her best form. 

The third race, a seven furlongs dash for three- 
year-olds and upward,|was robbed'of much of its in- 
terest by the second choice Tillo,runniugaway three 
miles while on his way to the post. He is a heavy- 
headed horse, and Robbins was unable to control 
him until he had run himself into exhaustion. He 
was excused by the judges from starting. St. Tam- 
many displayed much speed and led by a fair margin 
until well straightened for home, where Inspector 
Shea moved up fast and easily wore him down in 
the last sixteenth, winning by two and a half 
lengths. Evelyn Byrd finished strongly and nipped 
8t. Tammany a neck on the post for second place. 
The track had probably dried out too much to suit 
St. Tammany. Mac Gyle retired at'.the head of the 
stretch after running well 'up to that point. He has 
undoubtedly trained off. Prince of Africa showed 
well for five furlongs. He is gradually rounding 
into his best form and is worthy of consideration 
from now on. The going was not heavy enough for 
Lena. 

Barrack appeared to hold the fourth race, a dash 
of one and a quarter miles for three-year-olds and 
upward, at his mercy, but Edith Q. gave his many 
backers quite a scare in the final sixteenth. Hoar 
being compelled to handride him to stall off her 
determined bid at this point. Edith Q., setting a 
slow’ pace, led until well down the bac'kstretch, 
where Hoar rushed Barrack to the front and he led 
by a snug margin until nearing the last eighth, 
where Edith , closed up fast next to the outside 
rail. Although Hoar shook Barrack op somewhat 
in the last sixteenth he held her safe to the wire, 
winning by a neck, Edith Q. finishing one Ungth 
before Lou Woods for second place. Edith Q. was 
under a hard drive all through the last eighth and 
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showed much gamenesB. Lou Woods tired notice- 
ably when the pinch came. Lady Chorister ran 
well for seven furlongs and then retired. 

The fifth race, which was r«n under the same 
conditions as the fourth, proved a hollow victory 
for Miss Liza. She suffered first Sarilla and then 
Limelight to show the way for the first seven fur- 
longs where she shot to the front on call and simply 
ran away from her field, winning eased up by two 
and a half lengths from Althea which beat Compass 
one and a half for second place. Althea made up 
ground fast in the final half and finished going fast. 
Hucena tired rapidly when the pinch came. Sarilla 
fell away beaten after showing prominently for six 
furlongs. 

The last race of the day, a dash of seven furlongs 
for three-year-olds and upward, resulted in a big 
canter for Prima II., which assumed an easy lead 
after entering the last quarter and won much as 
her rider pleased by two lengths from Satrap, 
which beat Lady Rice a half length for second 
place. Satrap ran an impressive race, making up 
ground throughout and finishing fast. Lady Rice 
showed keen speed for five and a half furlongs, but 
tired fast when the last eighth action came up. 
Illuminate ran a fair race and finished with a rush. 
Knightbanneret was never a serious contender and 
has evidently seen his best days. 

LOCAL TURF GOciSIP. 

Jockey Cay wood, who has been in communication 
for some time past with Count A. W. Stembock 
Fermor, a wealthy nobleman of Warsaw, Russia, 
relative to riding in the land of the Czar, received 
a contract Wednesday from the count stipulating 
a salary of $8,000 and the usual allowance of $10 
and $25 for losing and winning mounts. The only 
drawback to the rider’s signature being immedi- 
ately affixed to the contract is a clause therein 
which states that he must ride at 112 pounds or 
less. The latter clause may cause negotiations to 
be broken, as Caywood has of late experienced 
great difficulty in making less than 118 pounds 
without weakening himself. If an agreement can 
be reached between the count and jockey the latter 
will at once be given $500 expense money and jour- 
ney to Warsaw, where the count’s stable is located, 
and enter into his new employment the first of Jan- 
uary, 1903. 

Senator J. 8. O’Brien and C. H. Smith were among 
the visitors at Lakeside yesterday. 

S. S. Bender will ship his horses next Monday to 
Now Orleans, where they will be raced this winter. 

Tillo, the winner of the Suburban in 1898 and 
heavily backed to win the third race yesterday, got 
the better of jockey Robbins in a false breakaway 
and ran three miles at top speed before he could bo 
pulled up. The horse was so nearly exhausted 
when ho returned to the starting point that the 
judges readily excused him from starting and later 
they announced that his entry in future would not 
be accepted. 

Evelyn Byrd, which finished second in the third 
race, will in future bo barred from starting at 
Lakeside on account of her inconsistent running. 

E.J. Arnold A Co. will divide their stable and 
ship away from Roby Monday night. The better 
horses, which will include Bessie McCarthy, Fitz- 
brillar, Mary McCafforty and Boana, in charge of 
Tom Kiloy, will be sent to California, and the re- 
mainder of the horses will go to New Orleans to be 
canpaigned there during the winter. 

JOCKEY REDFERN. 

Like a loaf from a fairy tale reads the story of 
Redfern, the jockey. No Schwab or Carnegie or 
Gates has had the meteoric career of this lad of 
sixteen or seventeen summers, fpr at a time of life 
when their dreams of wealth and power were all 
before them he finds himself in a position to earn 
the salary of $50,000, which the people of the United 



States pay to their president. William C. Whitney 
has paid $20,000 for Col. James E. Pepper’s interest 
in his contract with Redfern, and next season the 
boy will be the head jockey in the Whitney racing 
establishment. Just twelve months ago Redfern 
came to New York from the Canadian circuit with 
a reputation which was more than sustained by 
his work in the saddle, and instantly he was be- 
sieged by offers. The most flattering prom- 
ised at that time was a salary of $9,000 
a year for two years, made by Colonel Pepper, 
and the boy through his father accepted it. 

If Redfern were free to make a contract today he 
could command a salary of $25,000 to $30,000 a year, 
and be free to take mounts on the outside. Lyne. 
who is not nearly so valuable au acquisition to a 
stable, because he is not so skillful as Redfern, and 
cannot ride at such light weight, is in receipt of a 
retaining fee of $20,000 from James R. Keene. 
Therefore, it is within the bounds of conservatism 
to say that Redfern should command a salary 
greater by $5,000 or $10,000. The $20,003 which Mr. 
Whitney has paid for Colonel Pepper’s interest in 
the contract with the boy and the salary of 
$9,000 which that contract calls for, does not by any 
means represent the sum which Mr. Whitney will 
pay to jockey Redfern next year. It has been said, 
and not denied, that if Mr. Whitney could secure 
Redfern’s services he would pay to him a salary 
greater by $5,000 than ever was paid to a jockey in 
this country. As Lyne is to receive $20,000, that 
would make Redfern’s retainer $25,000 at the least, 
and this, witn the $2C’,000 which the contract cost, 
will make Redfern stand him $45,C00 for the year. 
With his salary of $25,C00 the boy should earn not 
less than $*^0,000 in 1903. 

Beginning with the day when Colonel Pepper an- 
nounced Lis retirement from active racing, during 
the latter part of the fall meeting at Morris Park, 
he has had a number of offers from the owners of 
big stables who were anxious to secure Redfern’s 
services. A Russian nobleman, now in this country, 
thought he would like to have the boy and offered 
40,000 rubies for Colonel Pepper’s interest in the 
contract, was flabbergasted when told that it would 
take 200,000 rubles or about $20,000 to buy that in. 
terest. One day last week W. P. Burch, who 
trains Frank R. Hitchcock’s horses and who 
makes all outside engagements for the jockeys 
attached to the Whitney stable, entered 
into negotiations with Colonel Pepper and with 
Redfern’s father, who, it is understood, insisted 
that he should be consulted in any transfer that 
might be made. The deal was closed at the Aque- 
duct race track on Saturday by Sydney Paget, act* 
ing for Mr. Whitney, and Colonel Pepper, and Mr. 
Redfern, representing the boy. Turner, the former 
head jockey in the Whitney stable, goes to France 
to ride for W. K. Yanderbilt next season, and 
Burns, who did most of the riding for the stable, is 
under the ban because of bad behavior at the post. 
It is confidently anticipated, however, that Burns 
will be restored to good standing, and with him 
and Redfern riding, the interests of the light blue 
and brown will be well cared for.— New York Eve- 
ning Sun. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Little Rock is not likely to be abandoned as a 
racing point this spring. C. A. Tilles, manager of 
the ArkHnsas Jockey Club, which controls racing 
at Little Rock, announced recently that unless per* 
mission was granted by the Little Rock City Coun- 
cil for poolrooms that future race meetings would 
bd abandoned. Thursday morning S. M. Apperson, 
former associate steward at Washington Park, 
stated that in the event that the present manage- 
ment of Clinton Park wanted to abandon racing in 
Little Rock he would form a stock company with 
plenty of financial backing to conduct regular 
meetings each spring under the Western Jockey 
Club. I 
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MEMPHIS TO INCREASE STAKES. 

Memphis, Tenn., November 14.— At a meeting of 
the executive committee of the the New Memphis 
Jockey Club held here today Secretary M. N. Mac- 
farlan was authorized to arrange the future pro- 
gram for the next spring meeting at Montgomery 
Park, so that nothing less than $400 purses will be 
offered for horses racing here. It was also practie 
ally dec ided to increase the amount of added money 
to a majority of the important stake events, if fav- 
orable dates are allotted for the 1901 meeting by the 
Western Jockey Club at the December meeting. 
Cross-country racing will be made a strong feature 
of the annual meetings here. 

The stables are rapidly filling up with thorough- 
breds being retired for the winter months. The 
stables of G. C. Bennett, J. W. Schorr, M. H. Tich- 
enor & Co., and many others have arrived, and the 
capacity of the track will be taxed by the time the 
cold months roll around. A part of the Schorr, 
Bennett and Tichenor strings are being prepared 
for the New Orleans meeting. They will be shipped 
to the Crescent City in a few days. 

ST. LOUIS ITEMS. 

St. Louis, Mo., November 15. — P. J. Carmody, who 
conducted the Kinloch meeting last August, has 
secured an option on 100 acres located near Union 
boulevard and Natural Bridge road and will build 
a new race track there, provided he gets dates from 
the Western Jockey Club. Carmody wants thirty 
days. 

The Kinloch track was to have been sold under a 
deed of trust last Monday, but the sale was post- 
poned on account of some technicality. “Phil” 
Chew, secretary of the Kinloch Jockey Club, says 
his associates will bid the property in. 

Barney Schreiber has just bought the McMenamy 
farm of 150 acres on the Natural Bridge road for 
$20,000. The McMenamy farm is located about two 
miles from Schreiber’s Woodlands stud, which in- 
cludes 350 acres. Schreiber will send “Billy” Ker- 
wan and “Bill” Whelan to New Orleans with a 
string of twelve horses. Whelan will train the 
string. Schreiber has just bought Crimean and 
Buccleuth from T. P. Hayes for $3,00(K He has 
turned Crimean out of training and will race Buc- 
cleuth at New Orleans. “Phil” Hammell is to 
make book for Barney at New Orleans. Schreiber 
will operate three books at San Francisco. Frank 
Bain and “Yirginia” Carroll will post odds for him 
on the coast. 

Louis A. Celia will send three books to New Or- 
leans and one to San Francisco. Sam Stephens, 
who made one of the biggest books here last sum- 
mer, will go to the coast for Celia, while Fred Ray, 
Phil Bollinger and Charles J. Celia are to book at 
New Orleans.

sporting matters themselves. They will spend 
. more than $200,000 in the shape of a tunnel and a 
railway station to preserve the park. To do so the 
tunnel will run underneath Morris Park. 

“Sunday is always a quiet day at the racetrack. 

: but yesterday proved somewhat of an exception. 

* Secretary Clark and Rufus Bush, his assistant, 
were busy all the moruiug arranging for the big 
shipments which are expected in the next few 
days,” says the New Orleans Picayune of Monday. 

“The bulk of the St. Louis horses are looked for 
this week and they will come down by special train, 
having ou board fully UO of the best racing stock 
that has been in St. Louis daring the season. The 
Chicago specials will also be in within the next two 
weeks, which will give to the local race course sev- 
eral hundred racing animals by the 20th of the 
month. 

“The work of finishing up the betting ring is 
i being pushed ahead rapidly. The flooring was the 
only real big piece of work bothering the manage- 
ment, and this was fluished up last week. The ad- 
dition to the grandstand has been finished, painted 
and ready for the opening day. 

“ The carpenters building the paddock are rush- 
ing this new buildiug, which will be one of the best 
in the country. There will be a dozen stalls in a 
row. with a large covered shed in which the horses 
can be walked. The office of the Crescent City 
Jockey Club will be located at the end of the build- 
ing closest to the betting ring and the jockeys’ 
quarters will be directly behind, with a stairway 
leading to the private stand from which the riders 
can view races. The same rule will be closely lived 
up to this season ; no jockey will be allowed to talk 
with outsiders after the first race of the day is 
started, unless he is not scheduled to ride a mouut 
on that day. 

'*Thettrack itself, under the management of Sup- 
erintendent Morgan, is in the very best of condition. 
The 2,OCO loads of sand distributed this summer 
have made a wonderful improvement. Even after 
the hard rain of a few days ago there was no mud, 
and the horses quartered on the grounds were exer- 
cised the very next day. 

“Yesterday all the runners were out, getting down 
to the hard work which must come before they are 
physically fit for the engagements they are to go np 
against.”

LAW 6UIT FOR LATONIA. 

A salt io eqaity was filed in the Circait Court at 
Covington, Ky., Wednesday, of important bearing 
on the future of the Latonia race track. Much 
space is given to the case in the Enquirer of Wed* 
nesday, which says: 

''Stock which is now held by Gilbert Perkins, son 
of Judge Q. Q. Perkins, it is claimed, has never been 
legally transferred from the ownership of Colonel 
W. E. Applegate, of Louisville, who in 1895 made, 
and partly fulfilled, a contract to buy from Judge 
Perkins, a controlling interest of the stock of the 
Latonia Association. 

"The Cincinnati syndicate of intending purchas- 
ers was headed by Mayor Fleischmann, and among 
its members were Mr. George B, Cox, Mr. August 
Hermann and Mr. Henry Ziegler. They asked 
Judge Perkins to put a figure on his controlling in- 
terest in the race track. He agreed to sell 800 cf 
the 1,5C0 shares of the stock of the racing associa- 
tion for $200,000. The Cincinnatians were anxious 
to get the track. They believed that a liberal and 
elevating management of the game would restore 
the old time glories of the beautiful over-the-river 
course. The price fixed by Judge Perkins was not 
beyond what they deemed a reasonable limit. 
Merely as a matter of ordinary business precaution 
they caused an investigation to be made concern- 
ing all of the holdings of Latonia stock. This de- 
veloped facts which satisfied them that if the) 
bought the race track from Judge Perkins the> 
would buy a lawsuit along with it. The regularity 
of the retransfer of Colonel Applegate’s stock to 
Judge Perkins was, in their opinion and the opin- 
ion of their attorneys, open to question. 

"Further investigation satisfied them that Col- 
onel Applegate’s title to the controlling interest in 
the stock might be established perhaps more easily 
than that of Judge Perkins. Stating it broadly. 
Colonel Applegate had agreed to pay Judge Perkins 
$200,0C0 for the race track. He had paid him in cash 
and interest $150,0(0. Deducting interest charges, 
only $35,000 of the i>rincipal remained to be paid 
when Colonel Applegate found himself unable to 
continue Ills payments. Judge Perkins held as se- 
curity for the payment of the debt the entire 800 
shares of stock, for which Colonel Applegate had 
agreed to pay $200,0C0. Colonel Applegate had 
never received any of his money back, and the stock 
had been transferred to Judge Perkins. 

"Other Cincinnatians, after investigation, con- 
cluded that the safe and certain way to secure a 
clear title to the majority of tne Latonia stock was 
to complete Colonel Applegate’s contract by paying 
to Judge Perkins the remainder of the money due 
him in principal and interest, having previously 
etfected an understanding with Colonel Applegate 
as to e settlement of his claims against the stock. 

" Yesterday the proffer was made to Judge Per- 
kins of a cash settlement of Colonel Applegate’s 
overdue indebtedness. The proffer was rejected by 
Judcre Perkins, who claimed that Colonel Apple- 
gate had forfeited all his ri.hts. As a consequence 
of Judge Perkins’ refusal the suit in equity, men- 
tioned above, will be filed this morning. It is well 
understood that the Cincinnati syndicate stands 
ready to purchase a controlling interest in the 
track from Colonel Applegate, if he shall win the 
suit, or from Judge 'Perkins if tne suit shall bs 
definitely clear, his title to the stock once assigned 
to Colonel Applegate.” 

Judge Perkins statement of his side of the case 
as published in the Ecquirer was as follows: 

" ‘Early in the year 1895 I was asked by Colonel 
W. E. Applegate to put a price on a controlling in- 
terest in the Latonia Jockey Club. There are 1,5(K' 
shares of stock, with a face value of $100 each. 1 
named $200,000 as the price for 8J0 shares. The pro- 
position was accepted. Colonel Applegate paid me 
$)0,000 in cash and pledged the stock as collateral 
for the remaining $150,000, making notes for the 
payment of that sum in stated amounts hnd at 
stated periods, and carrying with it the right to 
sell the stock as satisfaction of the indebtedness in 
the event that the payments were not made as 
agreed. These notes were signed by W. E. Apple- 
gate as trustee for his associates in the enterprise. 
All of the contract price w'lth the exception of $65,- 
000 was paid. 

" 'This syndicate had made a failure of the project 
to conduct the track with a foreign book and then 
later with a syndicated ring. Colonel Applegate 
advised me that he was unable to meet the notes, 
and the matter went on until the fall of 19(X), when 
they gave a race meeting and failed by $i,000 to pay 
the purses. I settled this indebtedness to the 
horsemen. After duly advertising the pledged stock 
for sale as by virtue of the agreement carried on 
the notes I agreed with Ck)lonel Applegate that the 
sale be deferred to give him a further opportunity 
to make the piyments. He failed, and the stock 
was put UD and sold on the Stock Exchange, being 
bought in for $15,000 by the Firit National Bank of 
Covington, and later transferred on the books of 
the Latonia Jockey Club, with the full knowledge 
of Colonel Applegate and his associates, to my son, 
Gilbert Perkins. Afterward a meeting of the stock- 
holders was held and a board of directors was 
elected, with John Sherlock as the president. There 
was then do*, as now, from Colonel Applegate and 
his associates an iudebteduess of something like 



$30,000, with interest. Several times Colonel Apple- 
gate has stated that he had lost heavily in the 
transaction, and that he would like to be released 
from obligation. He made a statement of that kind 
to Secretary Hopper, and I told Mr. Hopper that 
so far as I was personally concerned I would be 
glad if he would close the matter up with Colonel 
Applegate and release him if the proposition would 
meet with the favor of the balance of the stock- 
holders. 

" ‘Today H. M. Ziegler and Harvey Myers came to 
rooms in the Woodford flats and tendered' me 
$85,000, Myers claiming to represent W. E. Apple- 
gate and making the statement that the tender was 
for the balance due with interest on the purchase 
of stock in 1895, and demanding that torn over to 
him the stock which had been pledged. It had 
been legally sold, legally transferred on the books 
of the Jockey Club and is now legally held by my 
son. I could not accept his tender and so told him. 
I would not be surprised if action is taken in the 
courts. As a matter of fact I expect it. However, 
I will meet in whatever form it comes. I am cer- 
tain that Mayor Fleischmann is not attempting to 
secure control of the track in any such manner and 
I am equally satisfied that Col. W. E. Applegate 
has not given his* sanction to any such process, 
since he has told me within the past few days that 
80 far as he is concerned, he had no claim and 
w’ould not urge one. It is my impression that cer- 
tain people who held interests in the track in the 
days of the foreign and syndicate books are at the 
bottom of the proposition with a view to regaining 
what they have lost through the rejuvenation of 
the sport here, which was maintained by our efforts 
and at our expense.’ ” 

Differing in conclusions from Judge Perkins the 
following is Colonel Applegate’s statemeht pub- 
ished as a part of the article referred to: 

" ‘In February of 1895 I organized a syndicate for 
the purchase of the Latonia plant, or, to be exact, 
a controlling interest in the track. The total num- 
ber of shares of stock in force on the books of the 
club at that time was 1,500. This syndicate had the 
idea that with a foreign book on race meetings 
could be made to pay big. For the control 800 
shares of the stock would oe necessary. 

" ‘I asked for a price on that number and Judge 
Perkins named $200,000, $50,CO0 payable in cash, 
$50,0C0 payable in one year, $50,000 in two years and 
ten notes of $5,000 each, payable semi-annually, the 
stock to be collateral for rhe debt and the notes to 
bear interest at the rate of six per cent. This syn- 
dicate and the amount of the individual holding 
was composed as follows : E. C. Hopper, 12i per 
cent ; Emil Boulier, Alex Labold, George Griffith, 
Mark Simonton, Charles Bollinger, Henry Wehm- 
hoff and myself 10 per cent each ; Henry M, Ziegler, 
74 per cent, and Charles (Riley) Grannan and W. F. 
Schulte, 5 per cent each. 

" ‘The proposition of Judge Perkins was accepted, 
and on March 1, 1895, the first payment of $50.(XX) in 
C3sh was made, and the notes signed by myself as 
trustee for associates, and the stock pledged for 
the payment of the indebtedness. I made all the 
payments with the exception of the two-year note 
for $50,C09 and three of the $5,000 notes, and in addi- 
tion kept up the interest on these. In the fall of 
1897 Messrs. Ziegler, Griffith, Wehmhoff, Boulier 
and Labold sold their interest to Harry> Harris, of 
New York, Riley Grannan and myself. We con- 
ducted the meetings then until the fall of 19C0. 

" 'In the meantime, in December of 1899, 1 believe. 
Judge Perkins had advertised the stock for sale in 
an obscure paper. For some reason the sale at that 
time was postponed. While I was in San Fran- 
cisco, the following January, 1 was advised through 
a telegram which Mr. Hopper received that the 
stock had been sold and had been purchased by a 
Covington bank. I had never been notified that 
the sale was to take place at the time it is alleged 
to. have been made, and was given no opportunity 
at that time to protect.my holdings. 

" *I was left in a very unpleasant predicament, to 
say the least. At the time of the purchase of the 
47 1-2 per cent, interest by Grannan, Harris and 
myself in the fall of 1897 there was due about 
$80,0(X). I decreased the debt to $65,000 and paid 
fully $25,000 in interest. So you see I was out of 
pocket over $10,000 personally and, at the same 
time, liable for $t0,0(X) more if the sale were really 
a legal one. On the other hand, those interested 
with me held the impression that I was in a deal 
with Judge Perkins to freeze them out and hold 
with him an equal interest in the track. The ques- 
tion hinging now is merely whether or not Judge 
Perkins had the right, without even proper notifi- 
cation, to put up for sale stock that ho had him- 
self valued at $2C0,0CC and buy it io or have it 
bought io for the l)3nefit of himself or his son for 
$35,COO, after having been already paid $185,000 and 
interest and still ho'ding a claim for $30,(XX). 

“ ‘The parties interested with me in the transac- 
tion contend that the sale was cot a legal one and 
that the original contract is still in force. By vir- 
tue of this $85,030, being Ihe amount of the debt and 
the interest thereon, was tendered yesterday to 
I Judge Perkins with the demand that the 800 shares 
of stuck be delivered over as per the original agree- 
j ment. Be declined the tender and the matter will 
go into the courts.’ ”

EASTKKN TURF TALK. 

“The local haunts of turfmen were practically 
deserted yesterday, as all the leading lights were 
either on their way to Washington or were getting 
ready to leave. Wherever the subject was dis- 
cussed the opinion was expressed that the closing 
of Aqueduct on Saturday was in the nature of a 
blessing,” said the Sun of last Monday. “While 
nobody seems to bold the Queens County Jockey 
Club responsible, the Aqueduct track just at pres- 
ent cannot be said to be in popular favor with the 
patrons of the sport, who have experienced the 
toughest game in years during the past two weeks. 
On no day during the Aqueduct meeting did more 
than two favorites win. The defeat of the others 
was attributed to various causes. Some persons 
believed the starting had much to do with it ; others 
blamed the narrowness of the track at the turns, 
which caused public choices to be crowded out of 
all chances to get to the front, while many critics 
made no bones of openly accusing certain jockeys 
of rides that were either incompetent or crooked. 
As for inconsistent performances, the rank and file 
of racegoers pointed out one or two cases each day. 
They did not attempt to excuse owners of such 
horses, but simply wondered how the alleged 
offenders could get away with it. In other words, 
the Aqueduct meeting gave the sceptics a royal 
chance to croak, and it is needless to say that they 
will be croaking for some time to come. 

“At any rate, the Jockey Club stewards, it is 
understood, will see to it that before the Aqueduct 
track is opened again many improvements will be 
made. The track itself must be widened, especially 
at the turns, which must also be banked sufficiently 
to prevent horses from running to the outer rail as 
has frequently been the case there. A field stand 
is among the necessities, together with a new pad- 
dock, situated within easy access of the grandstand. 
The paddock is fully 2C0 yards from the club house 
and is so small and dirty that it was out of the 
question for women to visit it. The absence of a 
field stand deprived the poorer classes of a chance 
to see their favorite sport unless they were willing 
to pay Morris Park rates to see the races from the 
wooden grandstand. 

“It is a fact that with all the rumors of scandal 
at Aqueduct, the stewards of the meeting meted 
punishment out to nobody. They only took up the 
case of A. L. Aste after President Reilly of the 
Queens County Jockey Club had brought the 
matter to the attention of the public by illegally 
refusing Aste’s entries. But in Aste’s case the 
stewards saw nothing wrong any more than they 
did in the cases of numerous other owners whose 
horses did some acrobatic tricks. Whether fhere 
was wrongdoing or simply a combination of unfor- 
tunate circumstances, the fact remains that Aque- 
duct’s fall meeting of 1902 will go down in turf his 
tory as ‘the limit.’ 

“Owners have shown their appreciation of Presi- 
dent Engeman’s liberal policy by rolling up a 
record-breaking entry list for the Brighton stakes. 
These are the $10,000 Brighton Derby, the $5,000 
Neptune Stakes and the $5,000 Venus Stakes, all for 
two-year-olds, to be run in 1903, and the $10, COO 
Brighton Derby, the $5,030 Iroquois Stakes and the 
$5,000 Brighton Oaks, all for three-year-olds, to be 
run in 1934. All previous entry lists to each of these 
events were surpassed this year. In 1901 the total 
number of entries received to the six stakes named 
was 622. This year the total number of nomina- 
tions is 778, an increase of 1E6 and an average in- 
crease of twenty-six in each stake. The following 
table shows the number of entries received for each 
event in 1901 aud 1902 :

J. Dwyer, J. G. Follansbee, Julius Fleischmann, 
Frank Farrell, J. E. Madden, David Gideon, Gough- 
acres Stable, Burns & Waterhouse, J. B. Haggin, 
J. R. & F. P. Keene, Sydney Paget, Willianr Jen- 
nings, Dr. J. G. Lyman, Pepper Stable, C. H. 
Mackay, E. D. Morgan, M. Murphy, G. B. Morris, 
Oneck Stable, J. W. Schorr, Lotos Stable, J. E. 
Seagram, the western owners M. H. TichenorA Co., 
R, W. Walden & Sons, J. E. Widener, L. Waterbury. 
In all there are seventy individual nominators, 
which is a pretty good showing. The entry of 
Capt. S, S. Brown discloses the interesting fact that 
the name of the irrepressible Mike Clancy is to be 
perpetuated on the turf. The Mike Clancy nomi- 
nated by Captain Brown is a gelding by Pessa ra— 
Middy Morgan and the original *Mike’ predicts 
that he will place the Clancy name high on the 
scroll of turf fame. Captain Brown paid $6,000 for 
the gelding as a yearling. 

“Word comes from Lexington, Ky., that Coffin ' 
mando, the noted son of the great Domino, has 
been mated thi» year to a great array of brood 
mares at J. R. & F. P. Keene’s famous Castleton 
Stud. The only mare bred to Commando which is 
not known to racing or breeding fame is a three- 
year-old sister to Toboggan and a half-sister to 
Skate, by Kingston, dam by Glide, by Chippendale. 
She was not subjected to training because of blind- 
ness in one eye, but the elder Mr. Keene has all 
along pronounced her one of the best looking mares 
he has ever seen. These are the other mares from 
which Commando’s first get will come : Lady Reel, 
dam of the $30,0CO Hamburg; Ben My Chree, dam 
of Cap and Bells; Citronella, dam of Compensation 
and Bessie McCarthy ; St. Mildred, a daughter of 
St. Simon; Sandfly, dam of the highest priced 
yearliufir colt in England; Mavourneen, dam of 
Voter; Editha, sister to the Derby winner Melton 
and dam of Hurst Park ; Mere Hill, dam of Un- 
masked and the stallion Ingoldsby; Rhodesia, 
dam of Deiagoa ; Maid of Erin, half-sister to Voter 
and daughter of Amphion ; Vera, dam of Tragedian. 
With the exception of Lady Reel and Vera all of 
these mares were bred in England. 

“It has been figured up that Advance Guard, 
which won the Woodlawn Vase this year, has been 
victorious in forty-five races daring his career on 
the turf and that he has earned a grand total of 
$67,458 in stakes and parses. Out of 159 races he 
finished in the money 112 times.”
